W ashington, March 28.—The ftrat 
day of the tariff debate in the house 
was rather tame from both a spectacu­ 
lar and an oratorical standpoint. 
The

The bodies of eight children have been 
taken from the ruins of the Arlington 
academy and about a dozen others will 
die. Thirty-five children and two teach­ 
ers went down in the wreck of the 
building and the work of removing the 
dead and injured is not yet completed. 
The scene is heartrending.

lington academy, a fine structure, lay 
directly in the path of the storm.

Marco Polo*« Report Concerning the Gi­ 
gantic Yang-tee-Ki*ng. 
Noah Brooks quotes the following 
from the gnat Venetian traveler in Ins 
Beries of SL Nicholas papers, “ The 
True Story of Marco Polo:” 
And I assure you this river flows SO 
far and traverses so many countries and 
cities that in good sooth there pass and 
repass on its waters a great number of 
vessels and more wealth and merchan­ 
dise than all the rivers and all the seas 
of Christendom put together. 
It seems 
indeed more like a sea than river. Mea­ 
ger Marro Polo said that he once beheld 
at that city 15,000 vessels at one time. 
And you may judge if this c ity of no 
great size has such a number, how many 
must there be altogether, considering 
that on the banks of this river there are 
more than 16 provinces and more than 
200 great cities, besides towns and v il­ 
lages, all possessing vessels. 
Messer Marcc Polo aforesaid tells us 
that he heard from the officer employed 
to collect the great khan’s duties on this 
river that there passed up stream 200,- 
000 vessels in the year, without count­ 
ing those that passed down! Indeed, as 
it has a course of such great length and 
receives so many other navigable rivers, 
it is no wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it is of vast amount 
and value. 
And the article in largest 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on their banks and thenoe to the 
other cities in the interior. 
The vessels which ply on this river 
are decked. 
They have but one mast, 
but they are of great burthen, for I can 
assure you they carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 12,000 can tarn 
each. 
In going up stream they have to 
be hauled, for the current is so strong 
that they could not make head in any 
other manner. Now tho towliue, which 
is some 800 paces in length, is made of 
nothing but cane. 
'Tis in this %\uy. 
They have those great canes of whioh I 
told'you before that they are some 15 
paces in length. 
These they take and 
split from end to end into many slender 
strips, aud then they twist these strips 
together so as to make a rope of any 
length they please. 
And the ropes so 
mode are stronger than if they were 
made of hemp.

A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
w ith the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, w hile the 
objectionable strap was done 
away 
with, the runner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball and socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. These be­ 
came popular that w inter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was mad© for wom­ 
en. The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate w ith the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, sim ilar to that worn in w inter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract much notice. 
The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 
1862-3 found many, w ith 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the club during the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable w inter amusements.

1860 and tho sm all artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would be thrown open for Hie use of 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could not be 
induced to go on the ica 
The skates 
then in use w ere of the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of the foot, ending 
in a ringlike curl. 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first: year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the, upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
w ith the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap wus done 
away 
w ith, the runner being fixed to the sole 
w hile in use bv a bull aud socket and 
held firmly w ith a clamp. 
These be­ 
came popular that winter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for wom­ 
en. 
The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate with the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, sim ilar to that worn in winter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract much notice. 
The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 
1862-8 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the club during the follow ing season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable winter amusements. 
—New York Mail and Express.
